2. Claims 1 to 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Yamada et al. 

Yamada et al. teach heat conductive silicone compositions. See components 
(A), (C), (D) and (E) on column 2 which correspond to claimed components (a), (c), (b) 
and (e), respectively. The amounts of (A) and (E) correspond to the amounts of (a) and 
(d) claimed. The Examiner notes that the presence of the compound (B) is embraced 
by the claims due to the language "comprising". 

Particular attention is drawn to the examples and Table 2. In these examples the 
total number of Si-H groups in (B) and (C) is used to determine the ratio of Si-H groups 
to Si-Vi groups. However Table 2 also shows the number of Si-H groups from (B) com- 
pared to the number of Si-H groups from (C) and from this one can deter-mine that the 
total number of Si-H groups from (C) is sufficient to meet the .1 to 5 moles of Si-H group 
requirement claimed. For instance in Example 6, there is a 4:1 ratio of Si-H groups from 
(C) to Si-H groups from (B). This means that 4/5 of all Si-H groups come from (C). 
Thus of the 1 .4 Si-H groups per Si-Vi groups, 1.12 Si-H groups from (C) are present for 
each Si-Vi group. This falls within the breadth of the range claimed for component (c). 
As such this example meets instant claim 1 . 

The thermally conductive fillers used in the examples are Al powder and ZnO 
powder, meeting claim 2. Column 7, lines 25 and on, teaches forming a sheet from the 
silicone composition and applying it to a heat dissipator, meeting instant claims 3 and 4.
